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Claims 1-9 are presented for examination. 

The amendments and remarks filed on May 29, 2007 have been received and entered. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Asgharian et al. (U.S. Patent 6,139,646) in view of Bruiju et al. (U.S. Patent 6,162,393) 
for the reasons set forth on pages 2-3 of the office action of February 5, 2007. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Applicant alleges criticality to the ophthalmic composition that 
shows improved efficacy absent Al-trypsin. The allegation is not well taken. The claims 
of the instant application use the word "comprising", which permits for the addition of 
other active ingredients. Applicant also alleges criticality to the increased anti-microbial 
efficacy of PHMB by the addition of a simple saccharide. The arguments are well taken. 
The prior art clearly teaches the use of a simple saccharide in a composition, which 
contains PHMB. Therefore, the increased efficacy is the inherent property of such 
components being used together. Furthermore, applicant's claims are composition 
claims using the elements used by the prior art. Therefore, it is expected for the 
composition of the prior art to have the same property as the claimed composition in the 
absence of evidence to the contrary.
